The Streets and Buildings of the ancient 
Towne of Pampden, 


Come in the next place to defcribe every part of this 

Towne, what it was in the times of the Heptaichy of 
this Kingdom, and in after feeceeding Ages. 

Firtt of Pampeder, alias Pantheon, It hath retained his 
Pare, without much alteration, {.nce the Romans recided 
in fr. After the depa tore of the Romans, the Kings of 
Northumberla'd kept their Reeidence in it, and had their 
Hoaſe. nor called Paxdor. Hill, It was a {afe Bultvarke, 
having the Pits Wall on tae Nerth de. and the River of 
T ie on the Youth, This place of Parron is of fuch anti- 
quitie, that if a Man would exprele any arcient thinys, ic 
IS a common Pco.eth, #5 old as Pardon. Inwis many 
ancient Buildings, Houſes an Crreets: Some Cent'e en 
of Nerthumberland hid their Houſes in ir, There is an 
ancient plice cailed the Va -K ow'e, cailed firce Sane 
Michael upon the Va!l- Knowle, havirg, a high and Iroag 
Toxer, nvs cal ed the Carpentiets» | vcr, adjoynipg to 

that 
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that p'aco upon the Tewa-Wall. There is below towards 
the River of Tine, an ancient Religious Houſe, called 
Trinity- Houſe. (not many Honſes in England named by 
that name) now converted to another ule, tor the Mas 
ters of Trinity- Heule, which have many Priviledges and 
immunitics graated unto them for ſorvices dene by Sea. 

In this pait of the Town of Paxzden, helow, 1s many 
narrow (treets or Chaires, and ancient buildings ; through 
che midft of it the River of Tive Flows and Ebbs, and 
a Burne runs, called Þ andon-burne, This place called the 
Bui ne-Banck, Glands very low ; It is recorded, that in 
Edward the thirds time an hundred and forty Honles was 
Drowned by overflowing of Water ; fince, the Houſes ta» 
wards the Key fide are heightned with Ballit, aud a high 
flene wall, without which Wall, is a long and broad Whart 
or Key, which hindereth the like Inundation. 

In the upper part of this Pardon is an ancient Religt- 
ous Howie, tounded by the Kings of Neribumberland now 
called the Mannours, (tormer'y Saint eAwgyfine Friers) 
waere the Kings of Northumberland was Enterred ; fince, 
in l-cececing Ages, inlarged and veautifed with (ately 
bui.dings, Cioyfters, and a faire Church, The Kings of 
Erg/aud. fince the Conqueſt, kept Houſe in it, when they 
came vithan Army Royall againſt Sce:/aid; and fincethe 
ſrppreton of Menalteries, made a Magazine and Storey 
lonſe for the North Parts, Now of late that Princely 
Fabrick dzmotiſhed. and layd levell wi h the ground, The 
Piide, Covetonſneſſe, Luxury, and Idolatry of thete 
Honies brought a tulden ruine upon themſelves aud 
Hout-s,

In atter Ages the Burgefles and good men of the Town 
b:gan to Trade, and venture beyond the Seas, into For- 
raigne places ; they builded wany Ships ; procured a Chare 
ter trem the Kivgsof England to carry Fels beyond Seas, 
end bring in Forraign Commodities. The Staple was 
then at Antwerp in Brabant, ealled Commune t#11:45 Euro 6 
Emporium, This Charter of the Merchant Adventurers, 
was the firft Charter that was Granted by any K.ng tO any 
Town, Afer which Crant, this Town flovriſhed in Tra. 
ding; builded wany fa re honſes inthe Fleſh Market;(then 
galled the Cloath Market.) The Merchaurs had their Shops 
and Warchoules there, in the back parts of their houics ; 
the River of Tine Flay. d and Evbbed, where Boats came 
vp with Cenmcodities; which Irade of merchandizes Cone 
gunaced many years. In thit (-reet che Mayors, Aldermen, 
and richeR wen of the Town lived.

Many thouſand People are imployed in this Trade of 
Coales ; many live by working of them in the Pics; many 
live by conveying them in Waggons ard Waines to the 
River Tine; many men are imployed in conveying the 
Coales in Keels from the Stathes aboard the hips : One 
Coale Me:chanr imployeth five hund; ed or a thouiand in 
hits Works of Coale; yet for all his labcur, care, and coſt, 
can ſcarce live of his Trade ; nay, many of them hath 
conſumed aud ſpent great Eſlates, and dyed _ I 
can remember one, of many, that rayſed his Eftate by 
Coale.trade ; many 1 remember that hath waſted great 
Eſtates, I ſhall illnſtrate this by a fiory of two Sparta 
&rds Brothers, which travelled into the Weſt. Indies, with 
that eltare and means whic' they had acquired ; One of 
the brothers was a Miner, to imploy many flaves in falver 
M1n-s; the other brother was to he an Husbandman, to 
provide Corne, Sheep, and other Provitions for the Miner 
end his men ; much 6lver was got out ef the ground by 
theſe miners ; the Husbandwan got monies out of his 
ſtock for his commodities, After many yeares delving 
and haheuring in theſe filver mines, at laſt, the Mines 
was dane] and decayed, and all the meney which he 
had got for many yeares labour and cct, was run into 
his brothers the Husbandrans hands, and all his Rock 
vptanding, he living all that time of the Profit chat kis 
ground yeelded, 

So it is. with our Coale- Afners, they labour and are ar 
2 great charge to maintain men to work their Collieries, 
they walt their own bodies with care, and their Collieries 
with working, the Kernell being eaten out of the Nur,

The two great Princes of the North, were the Earles 
of Nerthumberland at Alnwick, and Weftmerland at Raby

Scots, and his ſonne Edward, lain at his Caftle of Alze- 
wick, The ſecond Earle made famous tor raking Davie 
King of Seets Priſoner, and the overthrow of his Army 
at Nevils.Croſſe, neer Durham. 

The Loxd Dacres, and Lord Lumley:s were famous in 
their Generations ; the firft lived in Cumberland, in his 
many Caſtles, the other in the Biſhopprick of D#«rham, in 
Lumley Caſt: ; both of them having Lands in Northume 
berland, who held heir Land of che King in Knight ler.

and have becn devolved upon other Names and Families, 

Since the Union of both Kingdoms, the Gentry of this 
Country hath given themſelves to Idleneffe, luxury and 
coveroulneſle, living not in their own Henſes, as their An. 
ceſteurs hath done. profuſely ſpending their revenues in 
ether Countries, and hath ccniumed of late their ancierr 
Houſes, 

The Caſtles in the North are many and ſtrong, 

Morpith-Caſtle, fo cailed, from the death ot rhe P;&g 
in that place. | 

eAlnewick-Caftie, where the Earles of Northumberland 
kept their Court ; famons: for two battels tought againſt 
the Scots, who received a ſharrefull overthrow, by the va. 
lour of the Earles of Northamberland, 

Upon Tweed and Borders, are Yak:caftle, a Barony of 
the Grays, Norhbam-caſt/c be.onging to the Biſhops of 
Darham. Barwick, vpon. the left banck and River, a 
ANrong Town of Warre. oppoſite ſometimes axainlſt the 
Seorz ; the fartheſt bounds of che Engliſh Empire. Upon 
Til! (a River falling into Tweed, above Norham ) is Ford» 
caſtle.

There is many Dales, the chief are Tinedale and Reed/. 
dale, a Country that Will:aw the Conquerour do not ſvb- 
duc, retaining to this day the ancient Laws and Cultoms, 
(aceording to the County of Keat ) whereby the Lands of 
the Father is equally divided at his death among all his 
Sonnes, Thele Highlanders are famous for Theeving, 
they are all bred np and live by Theft, They come down 
from” theſe Dales into the low Countries, and carry away 
Horſes and Cattell ſo cunningly, that it will be hard-for 
any to get them, or their Cattell, except they be acquain= 
ted with ſome Maſter Thiefe ; who for ſome mony (which 
they call Sa»fey mony) may help chey to their Roln goods, 
or deceive them. 

There is many every year brought in of them into the 
Goale of Newcaftle, and at the Afﬀfſes are condemnredl 
and hanged, ſometimes tyenty or thirty, They forfeir 
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not their Lands (according to the Tenure in Gavelkind; 
the Father xo Bough, the Sonne to the Plough, 

The people ot this Connery hath had one barbarous 
Cuftome among them; if any two be d.(pleaied, they ex» 
pet no Law, but bang ic out bravely, one and his kingred 
again(! the other, and his ; they wilk4ub'et themſelves ts 
Bo Juſtice, but in an unhumane and bai birous manner, 
fight and kill one another ; they run together o/angs (as 
they ter!7C it) or names. 

[his fighting they call their Feides, or deadly Feides, a 
Word {o barharous, that I cannot exprefi it in any other 
Tongue. Of late, fince the union of beth Kingdoms, 
this Heatheniſh Bloody Cuſtom is repreſſed, and good 
Lavs made againk ſuch barbarous and unchriltian mildes 
meanours _ hghtings. 

In this North Country groweth plenty of Hadder, or 
Lmg, g00d for Cattell to feed upon, and tor Moor-Fowle, 
and Bees ; this Hearbe yeeldeth a Flower in June, as ſweer 
as Hony, whereof che Ps7s in time paſt did make a p'ca. 
fancdrink, wholiome for the body of Man, 

Upon the Weſt parts of Northumberland, the Pits 
Wall is, out of the ruines of which is built many Towers 
and Houles in that part where the Ps Wall ſtood; in 
ſome of the waſt Ground the Wall is to be ſeen of a grear 
height, and almoft whole, many Stones have been found 
with Romaupon it, and all the names of the Roman Em+ 
perours, Conſuls, and Precontuls, both in Stone and in 
Coine of Silver and Brafle, with thetr Emperours Image 
upon them ; $o the ”:ts Wall goes through Nerchumber- 
lavd into Cumberland, where I end my Peregrination and 
Travel, keeping my ſelfe within the limits and hounds of 
Nortbumberland.
